the Black delegates decided, on the third 
day to call a Black Caucus in order to get 
down to the "nitty Gritty". Knowing the 
real cause of the ghetto problems has been 
and still is RACISM, the Black delegates, 
sparked by Charlotte Henderson of Saginaw 
United Power, worked diligently toward 
possible solutions, 

_ The Black Caucus established that there 
was a need for a citizens participation org- 
anization who would (1) watchdog spending 
of Federal funds in order to insure uplifting 


the Black man"'s position in all areas OF et 4 
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“his livelyhood, also insure that injustice of 
white racism is not perpetuated by federally 
funded programs, (2) citizens organization jf 
would set up a regional and national comm- 
unication network to relay information about 
federally funded programs as they relate to 
Black communities. (3) youth have to be 
given the opportunity to articulate and iden- 
tify their own needs and formulate their own 
programs. (4) all prime contractors and sub- 
contractors working on Model Cities funded 
programs must be approved by citizens 
participation organizations and all prime 
contractors and sub-contractors must hire 
area residents for apprenticeship journey- 


men and master tradesmen as well as on 
the job training. (5) Model City residents 
form a grievence committee to deal with 
police brutality and administration of the 
Police Dept. throughout the total cities, 
These recominendations for possible 
solutions were felt necessary in order for 
the Model Cities concept to become a 
reality.

Floyd McKissick is the fifth and final speak 
er scheduled to speak at the "Urban Crisis" 
lecture series sponsored by the Bishop's Com: 
mission on Human Relations of the Catholic 
Diocese and held at the St. Paul Seminary at 
8:00 p.m. on Sunday, March 31st. The title 
of his talk is: Black Power in the Urban Crisis 
Floyd McKissick was born in Asheville, N.C. 
on March 9, 1922. He attended local elemen- 
tary and high schools there. His undergrad- 
uate work was undertaken at Morehouse col- 
lege and North Carolina college. McKissick 
is 2 World War II veteran having served in 
Europe where he oose to the rank of Technical 
Sergeant, Following his military service, Mc- 
Kissick attended the University of North Caro- 
lina Law School, the first Negro ever admit- 
ted to that institution, He graduated in 1950 
and was admitted to the bar the following year. 
Always a dynamic civil rights activist, Mc 
Kissick has served as N,C, Youth Director of 
the NAACP, and has been a long-term partici- 
pant in negotiations, picketing, sit-ins and 
other civil rights demonstrations, During the 
historic 1963 'March on Washington" McKiss- 
ick represented 'CORE" in place of James 
Farmer who was in jail in Plaquemines, La. 
Countless demonstrators arrested during the 
"Freedom Ride" campaign of the early 1960's 
and subsequently have been defended by McKis- 
sick, A successful lawyer with an extremely : 
lucrative practice in Durham, N.C., McKiss- 
ick gave it up in order to accept the office of PATRONIZE 
National Director of "CORE". Prior to his ac-

Message to the Nation

Black people in the city of Detroit have a 
new kind of unity born out of the July rebell- 
ion. Our new unity is the unity born of con- * 
flict and confrontation, It.is a unity that was 
made possible by our realization that in a mo- 
ment of crisis the total white community came 
together in opposition to us in our struggle for 
freedom, justice and self-determination. 

This is the first time in the city of Detroit 
that we have had this kind of unity and out of 
this unity has come a new kind of organization, 
the Citywide Citizens Action Committee(CCAC) 

Historically black organizations have not 
been born out of conflict or the will to self-de- 
termination but rather out of a fruitless seek- 
ing after integration, Our old organizations 
expressed our conviction that it was possible f 
for us to integrate into the white man's society 
and that some day there would come a great 
getting-up morning on which black and white 
would walk hand in hand in love for one anot- 
her. . 

That was the basic dream which brought all 


- of our black organizations into existence. That 


was essentially the message of the black Chri- 
stian church, 

Now we realize that it was this dream whi- 
ch thwarted and frustrated all of our efforts to 
secure freedom and justice. 

Todays unity was born out of the realization 
that our survival means a continual conflict 
and confrontation which can only be resolved 
through the transfer of power and self-determ- 
ination for the black community. 


What Self-Determination Means 

Self-determination means black control of 
the black community. That is the purpose 
which has brought us together, Self-determin- 
ation means control of the police department 
in our community. It means controls in our 
community. It means that we must control ev- 
erything that touches the black community. 

Self-determination is not something vague 
and abstract. It means that we must control 
all the stores on all the streets in oux commu- 
nity. It means control of the housing in our . 
community. It means that we cannot tolerate 
one huge white real estate concern operating 
60 percent of the apartment houses in our com- 
munity. 

As the days pass and we begin the complic- 
ated task of translating these objectives into 
concrete programs, there is going to be a lot 
of double-talk and confusion. Very few black 
people will publicly deny that they support 
self-determination even though many will re- 
fuse to do the things necessary to achieve it, 

That is why we must have one citywide or- 
ganization interpreting day in and day out the 
simple facts involved in black control of the 
black community. CCAC must help people un- 
derstand what is involved. 
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We do not mean that we are going to turn 
the black community over to self-seeking black 
capitalists. There would be no great improve: - 
ment for us if individualistic black businessmer 
controlled the business in our community for 
their personal benefit. We are not exchanging 
one kind of economic slavery for another, 

We are far beyond the days when we would 
proudly point to Brother So-and-So who had 
gotten rich from exploiting us and was driving 
around in a Cadillac. If a black businessman 
is going to operate in our community, he must 
contribute to it and be accountable to it, 

This is the first principle of black control 
of the black community: The principle of acc- 
ountability. Everyone who is going to do any- 
thing in the black community must be account- 
able to the black community, : 

This will be something entirely new for us. 
No black leader has ever considered himself 
accountable to the black community before--in 
politics, in business, in labor, in the church, 
or in education. So-called black leaders have 
considered themselves accountable only to the 
white man. 


We were supposed to be happy and content 
because they were successful and could dress 
up and live in big houses and walk around act- 
ing like white men. Today, if a black man is 
exploiting the black community, he must be 
dealt with. We have no room for selfish ind- 
ividualists in politics, in business, in labor, 
in the church or in the professions. 


That Slavery Softness Has Got To Go 

We must be willing to «cept the implica- 
tions of this position. We have certain so- 
called leaders who disappear or have nothing 
to say when a crucial issue faces the black 
community. We must have one answer for 
this disappearing act. When election times 
‘comes around, these so-called leaders must 
be put out to pasture. 

This is more difficult than you imagine. 
When election time comes, a lot of us will 
hesitate. People will argue that it is better 

to have a weak black man in office than to 
risk no black man in office. 


They will say that he is still some help 
just because he is black. This is not true, If 
a black politician does not recognize his acc- 
ountability to the black community, then he is 
worse than nothing, It would be better to have 
Someone in office whom we can recognize as 
an enemy than to have an enemy in office who 
appears to be our friend. 

Legislators, judges, councilmen, congress 
men, every black man who holds a political 
office must take orders from us. The momen 
he begins to think that his job is bigger than 
we are, there is nothing for us_ to do but take - 
him out. 

We intend to demand that everybody who 
works in the black community recognize his 
accountability to us. When he strays from the 
straight and narrow path, we are goingto go 
and talk to him. We will take a group of bro- 
thers and we will sit down and talk over his 
weaknesses and shortcomings. 

We are going to do just what it says in the 
Bible. "Ifa brother strays, go sit down and 
talk to him. [If he won't listen to reason, take 
some more brothers to talk to him, [If he 
still won't listen, then treat him like a Gent- 
ile,"

I, TEACHING TECHNIQUES 

One of tie main problems confronting 
inner-city schucls is the teaching techniques 
of the past, which yet exist today in schools 
in the black community. 

Program teaching around the studend;instead 
of programming for the Black student. The 
teacher and counselor should strive to learn 
more about Black student conditions and the 
reasons for changing attitudes. The Black 
students of today are not thinking the same 
way black students who attended these same 
schools three or four years ago. The white 
teachers, who claim they know Black stud- 
ents should make various adjustments. The 
Black students of today demand that they be 
recognized as an individual and not compared 
with students of the past. 

Why are there poor school-student relat- 
ions among the so-called ''Bad Black Student" 
First; eliminate racist teachers that exist. 
Second; .They should to be more honest and 
frank with Black Students, Blacks want and 
need direction, but they will reject improper 
attitudes while receiving direction. 

Third; There are always the same Black 
students who are accused on most occasions, 
This automatically creates a attitude; after 
one has been labeled, you are repeatedly 
called in time after time, whether you are 
guilty or not. pete 
Fourth; The personal problems has a great 
deal to do with motivation and acceptance of 
school. The need to be able to talk with some 
one at school who could possibly understand 
Black problems, not the white counselor or 
social worker, but maybe the community 
worker from the Black community who can 
communicate with them about their problems,
